In probing the eastern lines, to the Atlantic 
coast, the commission will be confronted with 
the question, “Is a pipe line rate, that is equai 
to the rate by railroad between the same 
points, reasonable?” For many pipe line rates 
in the Eastern territory are as high as the rail 
rates. The commission may also discover the 
“business” reason for Standard Oil lines quot- 
ing rates for delivery only at a few out of the 
way points, way off from railroads, seaboard 
and even civilization, although that company 
takes none of its oil at those points. The 
commission also may discover the “operating” 
reason for quoting rates only between points 
within a state, to a very large extent 

The commission’s investigation will come at 
a very opportune time for it, for May 31, 1910, 
it formulated a system of bookkeeping for 
all common carrier pipe line companies, which 
system clearly sets forth all costs and reve- 
nues and which was installed by the lines not 
later than January 1 of this year. This

Mr. O'Neil, the president of that 
company, made the principal statement in which 
he said that the Prairie Oil & Gas Co. had never 
carried oil for the general public, had never pro 
posed to do so and had no intention of doing so. 
That it was engaged in buying oil, in produc- 
ing oil and transporting oil, but that all the oil 
it transports is for itself. 

It is to be presumed that a similar plea will be 
made when the company is summoned to appear 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission. Just 
how far such a plea will be effective, of course, 
cannot yet be determined. As to the Gulf and 
Texas Companies, they cannot evade the designa- 
tion of common carriers for the reason that both 
publish a regular tariff of rates on transportation 
of crude oil from Oklahoma to Texas points, just 
the same as a railroad company. There seems 
to be a very general feeling of satisfaction among 
oil men that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has finally determined to take this matter up 
and make a careful inquiry into all the facts in

OKLAHOMA GEOLOGIST 


Dr. Gould Takes Issue With Natural 
Companies Who Are Accused 
Of “Throwing a Scare”’ 
Into Public

Board of Equalization in regard to the rapidly

homa fields and as to the possibility of an early 
exhaustion of the Oklahoma gas fields. These re-

marks have caused a widespread uneasiness among | 
the people of Oklahoma who are using natural | 


gas. 

This feeling has been intensified 
published over the signature of 
kay, of the Kansas Natural Gas Co. This state- 
ment was given wide publicity, and especially 
in Kansas City, Mr. Mackay saying, among other 
/things, that the people of Kansas City must not 
‘expect too much of the Kansas Natural Gas Co 
because it might be impossible for that company 
ito increase its delivery of gas in Kansas City, 
owing to the diminishing power of the gas wells 
in the Oklahoma fields. His statement was along 
lines similar to those pursued by the secretary of 
the Oklahoma Natural Gas Co. 

Dr. Gould, the state geologist of Oklahoma, 
has just issued a statement in which he takes 
very different ground as to the natural gas sup- 
ply of the state from that taken by the gentle 
|man above referred to. Dr. Gould has made care 
| ful surveys of both the Oklahoma gas fields and 
oil fields. In this statement concerning natural 
gas, he says: 


PLENTY GAS YET. 


“At a conservative estimate, not to exceed 25 
per cent of the gas so far discovered in Oklahoma 
is now being utilized. Part of it is shut in, wait 
ing a chance for utilization, but much of it 1s 
|going to waste. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that only a relatively small per cent of the 
oil and gas region of Oklahoma has ever been 
|prospected, and a still smaller part developed. 
| There is enough prospective territory untouched 
|in Oklahoma to keep the drillers busy the next 
| fifty years. Counting fifty years more for the last 
jwell brought in. and assuming that the greater 
| part of the gas will be utilized and not permit- 
,ted to go to waste, we may approximate 100 years 
as the life of the oil and gas field of Oklahoma.” 

In all probability Dr. Gould is nearer right than 
the officials of the Oklahoma Natural Gas Co. and 
the Kansas Natural. The president of the Kan- 
sas Natural is aanxious, of course, to provide ex- 
cuses for not delivering as much gas in Kansas 
City as the people there want in the winter time.

General Freight Agent Connolly, of the Frisco, 
attempted to “put one over” on Commissioner 
Henshaw, but being caught in the act, gracefully 
backed off.

The best and strong- 
j est point brought out, indeed it was the meat of 
the whole hearing, was by Commissioner Hen- 
shaw, when he said the one great thing the com- 
mission could not understand was why the rail- 
roads insist on charging the Oklahoma shipper 
for the same service one hundred per cent more 
than they charge the Kansas and Texas man. In 
reply to this General Freight Agent Connolly, of 
the Frisco, said that while the railroads were not 
satisfied with the rates in Texas and Kansas, that 
these rates had been established by legislative en- 
actment and that the railroads were powerless, 
thus showing that the oil men and refinery men 
of Oklahoma missed a point when they failed to 
secure legislative enactment on this subject last 
winter. It was shown in some cases where the 
Oklahoma shipper pays three hundred per cent 
more than the Kansas shipper for the same serv- 
ice. The commission notified the railroads that 
they would publish the reduced rates and the at- 
torneys tor the railroads entered a formal protest 
and that is where the matter stands at the present 
time. 

When the legislature was in session last winter 
a bill was prepared for the enactment of a law 
which provided rates that were satisfactory to

The 
specifications in differ in detail, but those 
that are most precise provide for payment on the 
asis of the heating value and the ash, moisture 
nd sulphur content of the fuel as delivered.

Oiling Roads Cheap 
as Sprinkling Them 


NOISELESS, asphalt-like road surface, dustless—which 
asphalt is not--and mudless; new every year, and at a 
cost no greater than for the sprinkling of ordinary roads 

ot pavements, is made possible by the use of what is left of 


petroleum after kerosene, gasoline, and paraffin have been 
removed. 


Francis Buzzell, in the Popular Mechanics Magazine, 
tells how this has been demonstrated on the roads of Evanston, 
a wealthy suburb of Chicago. 


He says that the city buys the road oil at 3 cents per 
gallon. It is delivered in tank cars of the standard type, which 
cars are run onto a siding and held until the oil is used up on 
the streets. The average application is one-fourth gallon to 
the square yard. The force required for the work does not 
exceed eight men. One of this number is a foreman, paid a 
wage of $3 per day, and the other seven which include drivers, 
sweepers, and a man stationed at the tank car to aid in pump- 
ing the oil out when this is necessary, receive $2 per day.
